Is it time to 
completely lock 
down Oregon?

San Francisco is doing it. France, Spain and Italy, too. 

They have locked down their residents to fight the expo- 
nential spread of the new coronavirus. 

Oregon is taking incremental steps — Gov. Kate Brown 
has banned dining inside restaurants and extended K-12 
school closures for four more weeks — but hasn’t embraced 
more extreme measures. 

The logical question now on many people’s minds: Has 
the time come for a societal lockdown? What does it look 
like? And how long would it last? 

San Francisco and some neighboring communities on 
Tuesday became the first large metro area in the nation to 
take such drastic measures after California leaders issued a 
shelter-in-place order. 

It mandates that about 7 million residents stay home 
except to get food, seek necessary medical care or go to 
“essential” jobs for at least the next three weeks. 

France has joined Spain and Italy in sequestering its res- 
idents. French President Emmanuel Macron said he was 
instituting the 30-day measure because: “We are at war. The 
enemy is invisible and it requires our general mobilization.”

Schools closed 


through April 28 


As state reports second death, governor hopes to ‘flatten the curve’

Gov. Kate Brown on Tuesday ordered 
Oregon schools to remain closed through 
April 28, extending her previously man- 
dated closure period by four weeks. 
The announcement came as the second 
death related to the novel coronavirus was 
reported in the state, a 60-year-old woman 
in Lane County. 
“I do not take the decision to extend 
school closures lightly,” the governor said 
in a statement emailed out Tuesday after- 
noon. “This will have real impacts on Ore- 
gon’s students, parents, and educators.” 
But the governor said Oregonians “must 
act now to flatten the curve” of coronavirus 
transmissions in order to avoid “a higher 
strain on our medical system and greater 
loss of life to this disease.” 
Brown’s announcement was just the lat- 
est in a cascading series of announcements 
capped by word late Tuesday of Oregon’s 
second COVID-19 death. 
Earlier Tuesday, Brown announced a 
ban on nearly all visitors at nursing homes 
and other residential care facilities. That 
followed her announcement Monday that 
no gatherings of more than 25 people are 
allowed for four weeks and restaurants and 
bars are prohibited from operating except 
to serve takeout and delivery food. 
The governor’s latest executive order 
also calls for the following, according toa 
summary from her press office: 
> Districts must provide learning sup- 
ports and supplemental services to stu- 
dents and families during the closure 
period, including meals and child care. 
This includes providing take-home meals 
and offering child care for essential health 
care professionals and first responders. 

> Districts may call on teachers and other 
employees to deliver limited learning and 
support services while schools are closed. 

> Each district will pay all regular employ- 
ees during the closure.

What to do when you’ve lost your job

More than 155,000 Oregonians work in restaurants and 
bars. Many of them — perhaps most — lost their jobs Monday 
when Gov. Kate Brown ordered all eating and drinking estab- 
lishments shut down, except for takeout and delivery service. 

The governor wants to reduce the spread of the deadly 
coronavirus outbreak that has already infected at least 68 
Oregonians. The economic fallout will be severe, though, 
and restaurants are just the beginning. 

Powell’s Books laid off hundreds of employees this 
week after shutting its five stores in the Portland area and 
warned its workers Monday it will be “several months” 
before normal operations resume. Apple, Nike and many 
other retailers have closed their stores. Tuesday, the land- 
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mark Northwest hotel and brewpub chain McMenamins said 
it will lay off 3,000 people and close nearly all its locations as 
restaurants and hotels. 

With the NBA closed down and the concert schedule in tat- 
ters, attendants, custodians and others at the Moda Center are 
out of work indefinitely. Museums, amusement parks, movie 
theaters and many other attractions are also shuttered and 
their employees are out of work. The surge in layoffs triggered a 
sudden rise in jobless claims, overwhelming the state’s website 
for filing unemployment insurance claims. The site was inter- 
mittently offline Monday and Tuesday.
